Manafacture of Small | Arms, 

The only argument that the West has to 
fear, in the matter of asetond National Arm- 
ory, is that, at a moment when it is desirable 
to retrench expenses, the Government has al- 
ready made nearly ample arrangements to sup- 
ply itself for some years to come. It will be 
claimed, therefore, that to establish ap armory 
in the West will be simply to expend half a 
million dollars when we need the money, to 
supply additional arms when we may not hav 
such need for them as now. I an armory is 

ed at all, we believe it will be at Chi- 
cogo; if it be not established, these will be 
the reasons successfully urged. We had a 
supply of some 260,000 stand of ams in the 
Federal arsenals in the loyal States, at the out- 
break ofthe war. We have since derived not 
less than 150,000 from manufactures and pri- 
vate sources at home. We have imported at 
least 125,000. In addition, Col, Schuyler has 
purchased on the continent of Europe 300,000 
stand, now arriving in installments by every 
steamer, The Springfield United States Ar- 
mory and privace. manufactories are yielding 
about 20, 00 a month. And, finally, the War 
Department has made contracts for 200,000, 


two years. Ip I, we have on hand, and have 
provided for, about one milifon stand of arms. 
There is pow no scarcity. The Government 


is in monthly receipt, from Springfield, from 


more arms than enough to supply new re- 
eruits besides making good the waste in the 
army itself. Stil) there is need for a second 
armory, tor further contingencies; and unless 
Congress shall deem the expenditure unadvi- 
sable, we believe it will be established, and at 
Chicago.

How stand the people of Great Britain to the 
United Stcics ? | That the answer may be un- 
deretovd properly, it is necessary to make un 


ation of the back ground, on which such 


a question is predicated, 

may be regarted as 
moet aud unchangeably anti-sla- 
very in their sentiments and feelings. In the 
growth of society in this country, there has 
earnest Christian men. The Puritan stock 
is here from which sprung the Puritan stock 
of our couniry.~ These, with all the varied 


are thoroughly anti-clavery, and were first 
forward in the good cause of abolishing the 
slave trade, then in the abolition of slavery in 


} their own dominions, This reform triumphed 


in moulding the policy of the Gevernment ; 
and now it may be said with truthfulness, that 
abstractly, asa conceded fact, the Government 
of Great Britain and al! its people are anti- 
slavery. They are anti-slavery by a fixed line 
of policy, as much as the people of the United 
States are Republican. 

Hostility to slavery, morally, wherever it 
exists, is a permanent power in the land. This 
is an important fact, to be regarded in all our 
intercourse, socially, religiously and nation. 
ally, U we are to guide our bark in harmony 
with the reality of things here. 

And it is proper that it should be remem- 
bered at the same time, that anti-slavery in 
this country, unlike as it is in cur’ own coun- 
try, ls foahionable here, and was long ago car- 
ried by popular triumph out of the arena of 
martyrdom. it is therefore not a high- 
tomed test of consistency and adherence 
to principle. A man can be an anti-shyery 
nun here without being publicly denounced, 
charged with hypocrisy, and subject to perse- 
cutlon. You do not therefore look exciusive- 
ly for rabid men, and men who turn the world 
upside down, among that class in this country 


stripe: here which we have in the United 
States, 

We must not look upon anti-slavery on the 
whole as you look upon it at home. There it 
is self sacrificing, unpopular and meddlesome, 
adisturher of the peace of things, (though I 
thank God that through the logic of His 
events, it is fast getting to be universal, if not 
popular, in the usual sense.) Here lu Englahd, 
you can better define it, by classing it In its 
popular type, with our strong religious 
bodies, and the Tract and Bible SociAies, 


which are suspected of being not quite up to 
the standard of principle, for fear of their po 

arity. Here they are forced up 15

homes and families. In thereview of this glo- 
rious reform, ip which the tish Government 
get much credit, the nation — glory, I see 
nothing so sablime as the attachment and the 

congratnistions of Huglaud's poor to the slives 
delivered from their bondage, and the patient 
long waiting for their own elevation in the 
scale of life and comfort which is sure to fol- 
low such a noble sacrifice. 

The Government has even seemed to recog- 
nize this commitice, or the peopic

SION SL 


Every cause has its cant phrases 
tarian religion and partisan politics, as well 
es the minor divisions of mankind into 
societies and associations, and even war 
itself, are all egged on by shallow partisans

rant to fill up, when sound argument and 
tommon sense are wanting. These phrases 
always appeal to prejudice, not te reason 
They are hollow, pretentious sentences, 
full of sound, but signifying nothing. The 
sympathizers with the revellion among Us 
are in a great degree expending their labors 
in behalf of slavery, by ringing the changes 
on same half dozen of these catchwords, 
presenting them in all possible shapes and 
backing them up by ever so much shallow 
verbiage and cant. 

Answer a fool accordin= to his folly,” 
is an injunction that may sometimes be 
“profitably followed, and, if we condeacend 
to argue with traitors and their apologists, 
it is not our fault if we are compelled to 
rope in gutters and Kennels to find their 
positions. We propose, therefore, to de 
vote a column to this species of argument, 
just now so popular with conservative 
Union savers. 

In RIGHTS OF PROPERTY.” 

This phrase is iterated and reiterated so 
often in our ears that it may fairly head the 
list. When the people insist that energetic 
measures should be adopted and the war 
carried on so as to make a finish of treason 


pers in the interest of the rebels set up a 
howl about the sacred “ rights of proper- 
ty,” and talk as if we were about to unset- 
tle the very foundations of society. We 
Lee leave to suggest that loyal men have 
rights of property as well as rebels. Is it 
nothing that we are piling up a national 
debt of a thousand millions, to be paid by 
the toil and labor and sacrifices of the loyal 
men of the North? The expense of this 
war is just so much taken from the proper- 


late. It has already more than doubled 
our taxes, and when it is ver. everything 


| that we own, and everything that we eat, 


drink, wear, or otherwise make use of, will 
be taxed for years to pay the debt we have 
incurred. How much will be swallowed 
up in the insane labor to manage the war 
so es not to hurt slavery, we shall never 
know; but every man does know, and ev. 
ery dishonest partisan will deny, that we 
— paying all these vast sums in order that 
a few thousand men at the South a 
mere fraction of their whole population— 
may amass fortunes and live in splendor 
like aristocratic lords and nabobs on the 
unrequited labor of others.

On one side it is 
the rights of the slaveholder to make mer 
chandise of humanity—of the blood and 
bones and muscles and all the living organ- 
ism of men and women, and to lay the 
whole ceuntry under tribute to sustain his 
monstrous claim. On the other side is 
involved the right of loyal men at the 
North with their wives and children, 
to enjoy the property that they have 
honestly earned instead of having it wrung 
from them by taxation to pay slavery's ex- 
penses. How many millions we must pay 
before the people of the Free States get 
sick of fighting on both sides, as we have 
hitherto done, remains tobe seen. Bat we 
have fuith that every hundred millions ex- 
pended is a convincing argument in favor 
of making short work with the cause of, 
the rebellion. We shall find when these 
hundreds of millions have run up some- 
where along in the tens or twenties, that 
sluvery is too expensive a luxury for us to 
indulge in. Our regard for the “ rights of 
property will compe} us to crush it out. 
The sooner we do it, the sooner shall we 
vindicate the right of every man to 
enjoy such possessions and such only 
as be has honestly accumulated.

“STAND BY THE CONSTITUTION, OR ALL Is

When shallow argum ent and hypocritical 
warning seem to fail, our secession neigh- 
bors often fall into a deprecatory mood, and 
begin to pray and whine about the Consti- 
tution. They are terribly exercised: lest 
that ancient instrument that has so far 
withstood many such shocks should now 
be shattered by the triumph of civilization 
and humanity over barbarism and oppres- 
sion. At Port Royal ovr own brave 
soldiers must toil in the trenches un 
til they die by hundreds under the 
fatal influences of Southern malaria, 
because the slaves who are gathered there 
in thousands and whose rebel masters have 
run away, cannot be employed in working 
for the Union, without endangering our

blessed Constitution. Slaves may work 
for the rebels, black regiments may be 
armed against us to shoot down our sol- 
diers, and rebel forts, earth works and 
fortifications of every kind built by 
slaves, and that is all constitutional. But

same manner by the Federal army. We 
may fight the rebels and expend ever so 
many millions of money and ever so many 
valuable lives, but the war must never rise 
above the dignity of a mere scramble. If

sult, witha sure guaranty against secession 
and rebellion hereafter, then all- that is, 
slavery Ube only all in all with these men—is 
lost. With them a Union without slavery 
is net worth having, and they presume 
upon the regard and reapect that loyal men 
have for the Constitution to misrepresent 
it and make it an instrument especially de- 
signed to strengthen and perpetuate slavery. 
If this be eo,so much the worse forthe Con- 
stitution. It would soon be swept away 
and Jeft a mere wreck by the onward pro- 
gress of humanity itself. But it is not 80. 
The cry that “all is lost” in the triumph of 
the right, is a catch and a mere false pre- 
tence. We propose to stand by, and we 
do stand by, the Constitution, and under it 
and by virtue of its authority, we propose 
to utterly abolish and destroy everything 
that attempts its overthrow. 
,POLITIONISTS AND ABOLITIONISM.” 

Our first cant phrase was a specimen of 
the argumentative, the second of the threat- 
ening, the third of the deprecatory, and 
here we have the very quintessence of sar- 
cusm and ridicule. If a loyal man ventures 
to utter a sentiment indicating that he is 
tired of sacrificing every material and moral 
interest to the demands of slavery, he is 
reproached with having turned abolition- 
ist.” If an old-time Democrat dares to as- 
sert the opinion that this is a war brought 
on us by the slave power, and that the slave 
power in return for it should be made to 
suffer in the very interest through which we 
can effectually reach it, all the yelping crew 
of secestionisis among us are down on 
him as a vile abolitionist.” If his heart 
is stirred within him at the atrocities of this 
rebellion, and he is moved to give utter- 
ance to manly, heayen-inspired sentiments, 
he is warned to beware of: “ abolition- 
ism.”

Festival of the 014 Settlers White- 
side County. * 

The annual festival of the old settlers of 

Whiteside county was held on the afternoon 


Col. Wallace was called on to preside—a duty 
which he performed with great acceptance and 
of 


ed Secretaries. The Marshal, Col. Brown, then 
announced dinper im readiness, and after the 
gucsts had done ample justiceto the rich vi- 
ands of mine host of the Wallace Heuse, and 
returned to the hall. an excellent letter from 
the President, Col. Wileon, now in Missouri, 
was read. Nelson Mason,, Ex-Mayor of 
Sterling, was then called on to respond for 
Whiteside County, which he did in a very in- 
teresting manner, showing what the old set- 
Uers had done for themselves, their posterity 
and their couatry: the rich prairies and beau- 
tiful groves had been redeemed from the do- 
minion of the wolf and the savage; they 
were dotted all over with intelli- 
gent Christian homes; thriving towns 
and villages abounded, the church and the 
schoolhouse stood side by aide, and the sons 
of Whiteside were sustaining the flag of their 
country in Kentucky and Misgogzi, and were 
ready and willing to lay down their lives for 
the unity and the glory of thelr country. The 
last report of the superintgndent of schools 
showed that there were a hundred and tea 
schools and schoolhouses In the county. 

Mr. Page, a stalwart, black-whiskered gen- 
Ucman, the first child born in Lee, responded 
for his native county, wherein he gave an 
amusing account of bis early experience. 
Tradition reported that the country was en- 
tirely new, and he was now—rather the newer 
of the two; and there being no chance for 
competition among the settlers, he took board 
the first year with his exctilent mother; and 
never having been prescuted with a bill there- 
for, this was the first and the only time he had 
ever been able to make anything out of his re- 
lation, 

Jesse Scott responded for the town of Hop- 
king. He was with General Harrison, and 
fonght bravely at the battle of the Thames. 
lle gave a most interesting account of his 
journey in 1859, from some town in Ohio, on 
the Muskingum river, in an ark of his own 
construction, down the Ohio and up the Mis- 
sissippi and Kock river, to Como, six miles 
below Sterling, occupying from the 10th. of 
March till the last day of May, lu the journey. 
His craft was literally an ark, for it contained 
not only his own and two other families, but 
all kinds of domestic animals, with their prov- 
ender, seeds for planting and grains for sow- 
ing, and withal, a hundred apple trees planted 
in a box, which during the last year bore him 
three hundred busbels of fruit.

The candid read- 
er of those pages must confess that, in all 
things except a comprehension of the magni 
tude of the crisis, Mr. Seward has acted his 
part well. There are those, reputed to be 
posted im foreign affairs, who assert that im- 
portant omissions have been made in the pub- 
lished volume that dispatches have passed be- 
tween Washington and London of an irrita- 
ting character, which have not yet been 
printed. This, I presume, is mere guess-work 
in the quldnunc circles; at any rate, it is no 
part of the record. In all matters pertaining 
to rhetoric, good breeding, suarifor in modo, 
umd such like, the work Is faultless. The ar- 
gument is invariably good, and the friendly 
spirit actuating the Secretary is to be com- 
mended. But when we find the rebellion 
treated at first as a trivial affair, likely to biow 
bver in a few weeks or months, and when we 
Ind this strange and unstatesmanlike theory

We recently referred te the seriots evil 
growing out of the use of military railroad 
passes by unauthorized persons. Hundreds

Government has been called to redeem at two 
cents per mile. 

We are glad that thus tardly some of these 
deadbeads have been made an exatnaple of. In 
the case of two, recently brought before U. &. 
Commissioner Hoyne for using these military 
passes over the C., B. & C. R. R., it was incor- 
rectly stated that they were discharged. So 
they were, but it was on payment-of costs, aud 
their ride from Chicago to Galesburg and back 
will cost them over one hundred dollars. A 
salutary lesson, which cannot gaif—too mach 
publicity. These passes have been sold by 
subaltern officers, and by soldiers; Lave been 
transferred from hand to hand as a legitimate 
representative of value; suldiers have bought 
boots in Chicago, and paid in passes, and the 
case is on record of a citizen of some wealth 
paying a trifling sum in money for one of these 
passes. Surely, it should be stopped, and 
great credit is due the officers of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy K. R. Company that 
they have taken the initiative in the needed re- 
form. 

In our own State, under the energetic man- 
agement of Adjutant General Fuller, 4 stop 
has been effectually put to this class of frauds. 

In his recent order, Gen. Faller notifies all 
concerned, that no railroad passes will be he- 
sued, or recognized by the railroads, on ac- 
count of the State, except thoscadlrectly is- 
sucd by the Governor, Secretary of State, Ad- 
jutant-General, and the Auditing Board.

HIS POLICY WITH THE REBELS, 


The Desolation of Civil War. 


[Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune. 
Wer Pour, Mo., Dec. Arth. 1961. 

As my last letter stated, the Kansas troops 
were ordered to take 2 position on the border, 
in the southeast counties of the State. Gen. 
Denver left on Friday, the 11th inst., for Fort 
Scott, and on Monday following Col. Jenni- 
son’s command moved from Camp Herrick, 
near Leavenworth City, to this point, where 


were also to report. The troops started early 
in the morning. Licut.-Col. Anthony, who 
was tq command on the march} started in the 
afternoon, and your correspondent rode with 
him. The weather was perfectly delicious, 
warm and sunny as May, and filled with the 
jangvor of the Indian Bummer. We reached 
Camp Swoyer, at Wyandotte, early in the eve- 
ning. Information was received of the pres- 
ence of parties recruiting for Price's army in 
Jackson county. Col. Anthony determined 
thtrefore to detach companies A, B, F, 
and G, of the 1st cavalry with the light 
twelve pound howitzer, and Capt. Burchard’s | 
company of scouts, to investigate into the 
matter. They were ordered to be ready to 
march before day with one day’s rations and 
without tents and baggage wagons. The bal- 
ance of the command, consisting of six com- 
panies of cavalry, three of infantry and two 
rifled cannon, were placed under command of 
Capt. Merryman and ordered to move down 
the State line by way of the Fort Scott mili- 
tary road, till they reached West Point, throw- 
ing out heavy flanking parties on the east, and 
investigating as to whether any rebel forces 
were on the head-waters of the Blue and 
Grand Rivers—the command of Col. Anthony 
seemed likely to have the most work, and 
therefore I determined to ge with; them. 

It was just large enough to handle with 
ease, go anywhere, find out what was needed, 
and fight or run as might be advisable. At 
Kansas City we found that Lieut. Col. Burriss, 
commanding 4th Regiment Ks. Vs., stationed 
at this point, has left for Independence dar- 
ing the previous night with the hope of catch- 
ing Gen. Reed and several other rebel officers 
reported to be in that down. Our command 
pushed on to join bim and by noon we enter- 
ed Independence. 

The citizens of this town seem destined to 
vexations surprises from both parties. Like 
all men who in the -bour of peril or trial at- 
tempt the responsibility of deciding upon 
their action, they are made the butt of both 
combatants. Three times previously Colonel 
Jennison’s forces have entered the place, and 
as many times have the rebel guerilla bands 
paid them maraudingvisits. 

We entered the town in fine order, with 
close ranks, and the ten buglers blowing a 
stirring march. Our arrival was quite unex-; 
pected, and at one time Col. Barriss prepared‘ 
his force to give us battle, not knowing but 
that we were part of Price’s army. Col. B. 
had reached the place before daylight, succeed- 
ed in surrounding and entering the town be- 
fore the alarm was given, bat failed to secure 
the object of his search, as Gen. Reed had left 
for the South the night before. ° 

Over seventy arresis were made, among 
which were several returned soldiers from the 
Confederate army. A court of inquiry was 
organized and an examination made, which re- 
suited in discharging some, swearing fort y- 
four, and retaining nine for farther trial. Col. 
Burrise then returned to Kansas City. I ob- 
served that several wagon loads of coptrabands 
follow cd his command out of the place, Some 
twenty left in all.e 

Col. Anthony’s command having no provi- 
sions or baggage, were quartered on the vari- 
ous hotels. proprietors of the- institu- 
ons were all tinctured with secession pro 
clivities, and some of them showed little wil- 
lingness to provide the supper ordered.
